but  the  previous  appropriation  which  Bona- 
parte had  made  of  the  Aufirian  divilton  of 
Poland,  will,  it  is  believed,  be  adhered  to; 
and  a paffage  will  be  required  for  the  French 
troops  through  the  Aubrian  dominions. 

Some  of  the  letters  bate  that  the  treaty  is 
already  concluded — nor  have  we  any  doubt 
that  virtually  it  is,  though  fome  forms  may 
yet  be  wanting  to  its  completion.
